THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Several canal schemes being before 
this Congress, it may be of some in- 
terest to know thé following facts: In 
1870 the British tonnage that passed 
‘through the Suez canal was 64 per 
cent. of the whole; last year it was 82 
per cent., 2,256 vessels having passed 
through the canal under the British 
flag, and only 109 under French col- 
ors. The French built the canal, but 
the English have used it almost exclu- 
sively, and have made it a most remu- 
nerative investment. Shares of 
nominal value, says the New York 
Tribune, of $100, which were quoted 
as low as $44 in 1963, shot up in 1880 
from $143 to $265, and in the next 
year were quoted at $340 after the 
payment of a dividend of nine per cent. 
During the last nine moaths the 
Suez shares have been berne on the 
crest of stook speculation which has 
rolled over France. In January they 
rose to $700, and although there was a 
rapid fall to $420 while the panic was 
at its hight, the assurance of a divi- 
dend of 12 per cent., based upon an 
increase in receipts of over $2,250,000, 
still makes the stock peculiarly attract- 
ive. In 1871 the revenue of the Suez 
Canal amounted to $1,700,000; in 
1881 it had grown to more than $10,- 
000,000. 


DEATH RATE IN SAN FRAXCISCO. 


The death rate for the first six days 
of this week at San Francisco is on 
the increase—114 in all, or 19 a day. 
This is a most alarming mortality, 
considering the warm weather now 
prevailing in Calitornia. Miasma, the 
outgrowth of foul air with a climbing 
thermometer, is the results of bad 
sewerage, and the unhealthfulness of 
the large city. The municipal au- 
thorities are thoroughly alive to the 
situation, but their hands are tied by 
entanglements and quibbles of ober- 
legislation, and they have no means of 
affurding the necessary relief.

he New Railroad. 
Sr. Louis, March 25.

The railroad will be extended as orig 
inally designed. He stated that he 
intends building a railroad from Eagle 


Pass, Texas, to the City of Mexico, 
and believes that it will be the first one 
completed, as the route selected offers 
less engineering difficulties and passes 
through a more productive country, 
with a population greater than any 
other. 

The Galveston, Harrisburg & San 
Antonio road will be placed in a first 
class condition, thoroughly ballasted 
and the ot iron rails replaced by 
steel rails; be will also have a line 
completed from San Francisco to New 
Orleans and Galveston about Septem- 
ber.

Not Guilty—Of Course. 
Wasnineton. March 25.

He read the motion, 
which was based on the ground that 
the Grand Jury had no legal authority 
to find the said indictment; that the 
District Attorney bad no authority to 
draw said indictment and exhibit it to 
the Grand Jury. Because George 
Gorkhill, the District Attorney, did 
exhibit the indictment without an 
order of the Supreme Court. Third— 
the District of Columbia or any Justice 
thereof, and straw bonds case, agreed 
to postpone further hearing of Dorsey 
and Brady until Friday next. Col, 
Ingersoll gave notice he should also 
filea motion to quash the demurrer, 
as Hine and others have done. Col. 
Bliss then asked for the arraignment 
of parties indicted, and Kate Arm- 
strong, Albert E. Boone, Jas. W. 
Donohue, and W. W. Jacobson ar- 
ranged and entered a formal plea of 
not guilty. 


Granda Jury Fail to Indict. 
Wasuinocton, March 25. 

In the Star Route case to-day, 
the Grand Jury did not find indict- 
ment from their own knowledge; 
neither were Dorsey, et. al., bound 
ever to answer the action of the Grand 
Jury. Jere Wilson, couneel for 
Gen; Brady, then filed a motion to 
quash the indictment as to his client,

Captain Lee, in charge 
of the relief expedition, says the 
less of cattle in the Yazoo counties 
is fully 75 per cent., and the fencing, 
with many of the smaller houses, are 
destroyed.

The Outlook For a Prosperous Year in 


Thompson & Stone, at Camp 16, 
will start up their shingle mill very 
shortly. They intend to manufacture 
at least sixteen million this eegson. 
They also have a contract with the 
Central Pacific for 5,000 cords of 


the road between Boca and Truckee. 

The Boca Mill Company have con- 
tracted for five million feet of logs, to 
come down the Little Truckee river 


pe “7 Smith having bought the 
Banner Mill Ce. property, including 
the box factory at Camp 16, they in- 
tend te do an immense years work. 


The Camp 16 box factory will start ug 


very soon. They will also run the 
Banner Mill on Sage Hen creek, and 
their other mill on Prosser creek, be- 
sides their Verdi factory, to their 
fullest capacity. This firm won't cut 
less than ten or twelve million feet of 
lumber between this time and No- 
vember Ist. : 

The Pacific Lumber and Wood 
Company have also let a contract for 
three million, to be floated down from 
the woods on the headwaters of the 
httle Truckee. This company is mak 
ing extensive preparations for a heavy 
year’s business. They will manufac- 
ture between nine and ten million feet 
of lumber. 

J. B. Brogan has a contract for de- 
livering 8,000 cords of wood on the 
road at Prosser Creek for the use of 
the railroad company. 

Stewart McKay is making calcula- 
tions to get out 2,500 cords of wood 
for the railroad. company, to be de- 
livered at Truckee. 

T. Lower will cut 2,000 cords for 
the same company, to be delivered at 
Camp 4. seven miles west of Truckee. 

The Truckee Lumber Company will 
= start up their double mill, run- 
ning both sides night and day, and 
will cut about 15,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, Their box factory at Truckee is 
running full handed and crowded with 
orders. 

George Schaffer, Truckee, will start 
up next month, and will do his share 
in making the business boom at the 
little mountain town. He is making 
calculation for a big years work. 

Richardson Brothers box factory at 
Truckee is nearly completed, and will 
soon be a busy manufactory.

‘The Effects of a low on the Bead of 
Jad. Hoffman, by a Cowardly Sneak 
Thief, 
John Hoffman, an old and highly 
respected citizen of Virginia, ended

Yesterday: morning, about 6 o'clock, 
Patrick Keonon, who did chores about 
| Hoffman's residence, went to the place 
to feed the chickens. As has been his 
habit, he then went into the house to 


awake Mr. Hoffman, who had a saloon 
on © street, get the keys and come 
down town and clean up the saloon. 
He found that he could not wake the 
old man, and his stertorious breath- 
ing became so alarming that be came 
down town and summoned Dr. Kirby, 
and on his arrival the doctor saw at 
once that the old man was suffering 
from an overdose of some opiate. He 
at first supposed the drug was mor- 
3 but after a time found a glass 

idden away in a corner in which re- 
mained two or three drops of laud- 
anum. . 

Proper remedies were applied, and 
at one time the breathing of the pa- 
tient improved, but in an hour or two 
he relapsed into the first state. He 
lived till about 4:30*o’clock in the 
evening, when he breathed his last. 
Meantime, however, about two hours 
after his arrival at the house, Dr. Kir- 

had found under an inkstand on a 
table the following note, which made 
it plain that the poison had been 
taken with suicidal intent: 


“ My head troubles me so much that 
I am tired of life. | appoint Mr. 
Finck, of the firm, of Thomas Taylor 
& Co., and Louis Reick as administra- 
tors. Let them sell bar-room, house 
and furniture and pay my debts. I 
think there will be enough left to do 
it. Good-bye, friends 

“Joun Horrman.” 

It will be remembered that John 
Hoffman was knocked down with a 
slung-shot in his saloon one night 
some months ago, by parties who were 
evidently intent upon robbing his 
place. For this the Caldwell brothers 
were arrested, and sufficient evidence 
found against them to send them to 
the State Prison where they still re- 
main. Although the old gentleman 
recovered from the blow that injured 
his skull, so far as to be able to attend 
to his business, his head ever after 
gave him great trouble. It pained 
him nearly all the time, and frequently 
he evffered intensely. At times he 
has suffered so much as to be a good 
deal disordered in mind. His spells 
of flightiness have been observed by 
his friends, but ho one had any idea 
that he harbored any intention of end- 
ing his snfferiangs by taking poison. 

Deceased was a native of Germany, 
about 55 years of age and unmarried. 
He came to the Pacific coast over 30 
years ago, and at one time mined in 
Sierra county, California. He wasa 
member in good standing of Nevada 
Lodge No.7, I. O. O. F., and was a 
man highly respected by all who 
knéw him. 

It is thought probable that a spike 
of bone-matter may have formed with- 
in the skull under the place where the 
blow fell, which spike may have grown 
into the matter of the brain, thus 
causing the pain and derangement of 
mind he suffered. 


Cattle From the Lone Star State.

FROM DIXON. 
Grain ‘and Fruit Prospects in the 
Sacramento Valley. 

Eorrox Reno Gazetre: Dear Sir— 
Every place has some common cause 
for faultfinding. In Virginia City 
people complain of the flat stock mar- 
ket; in Keno you complain of dull 
times; in Serra ville they complain of 
hard winters and grasshoppers; in 
Dixon the complaint has been because 
the clouds did not pour down more 
rain to make good crops, but last week 


the rain God gave us mliberal supply, 


but now the streets are muddy. And 
so it is—always something to complain 
of —and scarcely ever are the masses 
thankful for the gooi things which 
they do enjoy. I know of no people 
who are more highly favored than the 
people of this community. Crops are 
ds sure as anywhere, and the market 
is good, the country wealthy and fruit 
and ornamental trees can be raised 
with very little trouble. In fact, this 


is a garden spot for fine grapes, pears, 


| peaches, apricots, flowers, ornamental 


and nut trees. Ten years ago some of 
the ranchers tore up their grape vines, 
and now the same ranchers are plant- 
ing them again,. Dixon is a town with 
about 1,000 perme: 12 saloons and al: 
the various kinds of business necessary 
in à farming, country. About 114 
inches of rain have fallen this season, 
and acrop is almost a certainty now. 
Society is good, with plenty of harm- 
less local amusements for those who 
want amusement. The flowers bloom 
out of doors all Winter here. The 
Sunday law is not in force here at 
present, and gambling games can be 
hed atany time. Coursing races are 
frequent. The grain is six to 20 inches 
high and lookiog finely. One rancher 
here (Judge Marryfield) has a plow 
that cuts 24 inches wide and 18 to 20 
inches deep, drawn by 20 horses or 
mules, but most of the ranchers culti- 
vate from five to six inches deep, and 
the result is as good as the deeper 
cultivation. There are four physicians, 
including myself, and the place is 
very healthy at present. We have no 
sewers and Dixon is very filthy, with 
the wells and waterclosets in close 


proximity, and if Nature's God does 


not do more to purify the atmosphere 
than the people are doing, some zym- 
otic epidemic will be the result of the 
approaching hot weather.
